RETAKEN. 


Three Escaped Convicts Overtaken 
and One Killed. 

PorTLaND, Or., July 12.—Last night, 
about 9 o’clock, three escaped convicts 
from the penitentiary, Beauchamp, 
Mansfield and Rhinehart, were sur- 
prised while walking on the narrow- 
gauge track, one mile from Woodburn, 
by a party of five pursuers, armed with 
rifles. They were ordered three separ- 
ate times to throw up their hands. 
Upon refusal the pursuing party fired 
and Beauchamp dropped dead, two 
balls having entered his breast, likely 
passed through the heart; the other two 
made way to the brush. Fearing that 
the remaining four convicts were am- 
bashed somewhere near the party re- 
turned to Woodburn for the night. 
This morning they took a hand-car and 
retirned to the scene of the shooting. 
They learned that Rhinehart was shot 
in the right side, near the shoulder, and 
the wound may-prove fatal. Mansfield 
has two bullets in the right foot. After 
receiving the wounds the prisoners re- 
mained in the woods all night and early 
in the morning crawled to Townsend’s 
farmhouse where. they surrendered, be- 
ing in no mood for fighting. Rhine- 
hart and Mansfield were returned to the 
penitentiary, together with the body of 
Beauchamp. They were all dressed 
in citizens’ clothing, which they had 
obtained by raids.) on farmhouses. 
Rhinehart said to a reporter that none 
of the three were armed; that he knew 
nothing of the whereabouts of the 
other missing prisoners. .

SHORT CROP. 


The Oakland Times gives a somewhat 
discouraging statement relative to the 
fruit crop of that section of the State. 
This, itjis gratifying to know, does 
not hold true in regard to every sec- 
tion. Taken as a whole, the fruit crop 
of California will not prove a failure. 
Though somewhat less than an average 
crop will be realized in some sections, 
the quality of fruit will go far to- 
wards making amends for the dimin- 
ished quantity. But of that section 
of the State the Times says: 
Prominent dealers in fruit say that 
their reports from Sonoma, Napa, 
Sacramento, Alameda and Santa Clara 
counties, the principal fruit growing 
sections of California, show that the 
fruit yield of the State will this year 
be almost a total failure. Apricots 
h.ve been very seriously damaged by 
some disease, and the consequence has 
been that the market has seen none 
but inferior lots. Pears, raised princi- 
pally in the bottom lands of Sonoma 
county, have been blown from the 
trees in large numbers, and the pro- 
duct will be short. The plum crop, 
just beginning to come in, is of poor 
quality. At this time last year the 
market was flooded, tons upon tons 
having to be thrown into the bay. 
The cherry season just past was the 
most miserable ever known in Cali- 
fornia. Apples have been blown from 
the trees, and what few remain have 
been affected by the codling moth to 
such a degree that they will be almost 
worthless. Blackberries last year 
sold for $4 per chest. To-day they. 
are bringing $5.50 and $6 per chest, 
with but few offers. The peach crop 
is not good and cantaloupes are far 
behind in season. The yield of both 
will be exceedingly small. The only 
fruit that will “be in excess this year 
will be the grape, the hills of Sonoma 
and Napa counties teeming with 
heavily-laden vines. One of the r:-

MUSICAL PITCH. 


A Consideration of Its Variations 
Since 1700 to Date. 

George W. Jordan of this city 
writes to the Examuner as _ follows: 
[read with interest the article of 
last Sunday on musical pitch. Since 
then I have endeavored to get a reli- 
able actual tone pitch of either A or 
C, and also its vibrational nurber, of 
that used at the Thomas Orchestra 
concert.

This above pitch of 
A 440 will give a C of 264, and 
in a “ perfect scale’’ these 
two will be in the above relation 
to one another, making a perfect sixth. 
You can get this correctly on a violin, 
but not (and this last will astonish 
not a few) onapiano. Why? Be- 
cause the intervals in a diatonic scale 
are slightly different. . In a Cscale the 
interval between Cand D is wider 
than that from D to E, and the half 
note E to F, on béing doubled, will be 
wider than C to D; so on this assump- 
tion (and it is an unpleasant fact like- 
wise) D will not do to be the tonic of 
a scale, its pitch and that of others 
also having to be slightly altered. In 
order to make a piano tolerable in all 
its keys, each octave will have to be 
equally divided into twelve equal in- 
tervals, each of these being supposed 
to be a semitone, and two of them to- 
gether a whole tone. Now, in a piano 
tuned to aC of 264 vibrations, the in- 
tervals being equally distributed as 
above, the major third E will be about 
three vibrations sharp, (330 raised to 
333 —) and the sixth, or A, will be 
raised from 440 to 444 — —. while the 
fifth, G, will only be about two-fifths 
of one vibration flat. This corresponds 
to about one-fiftieth of a semitone, and 
each fifth must be flatted the same 
throughout the piano. Now, the rela-

OUTLAW BILLED 


\ Constables Follow a 
Fatal Result. 


Ygnacio Killed’ by Uonstable Bohan- 
non, of the Azasa—A Ooroner’s Jury 
at Pomona Exonerates the 
Constable Krom 
all Blame, 


Last Tuesday “night about midnight: 
Constable Hartman of Ventura county 

called at the residence of Deputy Sher- 

iff Gard and waked him up. He in-. 
formed Mr. Gard that he was in search 
of Ygnacio Romero, who had, on April 
19th, aided in the escape from the Mar- 
tinez jail of David Juarez, then await-. 
ing execution. Mr. Hartman said he 
had traced him to this city and desired 
Mr. Gard’s assistance to find him. The 

latter guided the Ventura constable 
through the gloomy recesses of Sonora- 
town, but they came to the cenclusion 
the man was not here. 

After their futile effort Mr. Gard 

concluded that Romero was either at 
San Gabriel or San Fernando, a man 
answering his description having ap- 
plied for work at the latter place. He 
wrote to both places and soon received 
a telephone dispatch from San Gabriel, 

stating that the , man was there, and to 


come over at ones. On arriving at San 
Gabriel he and Mr: Hartman discovered 
that their bird had flown. 

They followed the traces ofthe fugitive 
through the Old Mission and that sec- 
tion and returned to Los Angeles, leav- 
ing Constable Hartman to continue the 
search. The latter lost the trail, and 
on Wednesday returned to his home in 
disgust. 

A telephone dispatch on: Wednesday 


|informed the Sheriff that the-man had 


been at L. J. Rose’s ranch seeking 
work, and _ directions were sent 
to the San Gabriel constable, 
Joe. Anselmi, to continue the pur- 
suit. Anselmi, on arriving at Rose’s, 
found his man was ahead of him, 
so he followed to the Azusa, where, 
securing the help of. Cons#€able Bohan- 
non, he continued the pursuit towards 
Pomona. 

They overtook him two miles north of 
Pomona and commanded him to stop, 
stating that they were officers, but he 
ran. Anselmi jumped out of the buggy, 
but, being lame, could*® make no _ pro- 
gress towards catching the fleet-footed 
Romero. So he concluded to try a shot, 
which missed and only accelerated the 
flight of the fugitive. Constable Bo- 
hannon took Anselmi’s pistol and fol- 
lowed him in the buggy. 

He was rapidly gaining on the fugi- 
tive, which the latter observed and he 
went through a barbed wire fence to 
escape his pursuer. Bohannon fol- 
lowed suit, and being fresh in the race, 
soon outwinded him and seized him. The 
men grappled, Romero getting Bohan- 
non under, when the revolver of the lat- 
ter accidentally went off,the bullet enter- 
ing Romero’s heud,.killing him instant- 
ly. One or two letters were found in 
his pocket, but nothing of value. An 
inquest was held at. Pomona, which ex- 
onerated Constable Bohannon of all 
blame in the matter. 

Sheriff Currier, on hearing of the oc- 
currence, telegraphed to have a photo- 
graph of the man taken so that there 
could be no doubt of his identity, but 
received an answer yesterday afternoon 
that he had been buried. It is the in- 
tention of the Sheriff to have the re- 
mains disinterred so that a photograph 
may be obtained for the satisfaction of 
all concerned. According to all ac- 
counts Romero was a hard case, and 
this should be a warning to all hard 
cases to avoid Los. Angeles. 


THE SAVANNA MURDER- 


Another Hearing of the Avise Mur- 
‘der Case. 

Yesterday at 1 p. m. the case uf Wm. 
Y,. Kimball, Wm. Smith and others, 
charged with the murder of Ben Avise 
last Saturday, near Savanna, was called 
in the City Court, Justice Morgan pre- 
siding. The court-room was crowded 
with interested spectators, and the 
opening of the case was anxiously 
awaited. 

Mrs. Margaret Aviso was sworn for 
the prosecution, but her evidence did 
not differ materially from what she gave 
in Justice Ling’s Court, which has al- 
ready been published.

MAYHEW’S MISHAP. 


He is Imprisoned for Eight Days on 
\@ Trivial Charge. 
As an example of the injustice which 


‘| may be done to a man without friends or 


money, the case of F. Mayhew, which 
came up in Justice Ling’s court yesterday 
morning, is a striking example. Mayhew 
claims to be, and probably is, an indus- 
trious, honest man, has been a resident of 
this county for some time past and earned 
his living by such labor as he was able to 
perform, as he is partly crippled. About 
the first of July he went to San Gabriel 


and on the promsse of light employment 
at a remuneration of $25 per month, he 
agreed to work for Mr. E. L. Mayberry of 
that place. The work proving unsuitable, 
and hearing of another opportnnity, May- 
hew left, after working for five days, and 
while limping along towards San Gabriel 
station was passed by Mr. Mayberry in a 
carriage, his two coach dogs following. 

The dogs seemed to have formed some at- 
tachment for Mayhew during his stay, and 
instead of keeping up with their master, 
loitered behind and accompanied Mayhew, 
although he made repeatedefforts to drive 
= away. Some distance further on 
hew was overtaken by a colored man 
= a team and taken to town, the dogs 
still following. Arriving at Collins Bros. 

place on Alameda Street, not wishing to 
be further bothered with his canine pets, 
he asked them if they did not wish the 
dogs, and telling them they belonged to 
Mayberry, left them near by and took the 
train for San Pedro. 

When Mayberry missed his “dogs, which 


went and swore out a warrant for May- 
hew’s arrest, the charge being larceny, 
and he was shortly after brought up from 
Wilmington and lodged in jail. Here for 
eight days he was closely confined with 
the other prisoners until the officers saw 
fit to bring him up for trial, which oc-| 
curred yesterday. While Mayhew had no 
counsel and was obliged to defend himself 
as best he could. he.managed the case so 
skillfully and presented the facts in such 
a clear light that he won the admiration 
of all present, and the jury acquitted him 
without leaving their seats. This case, 
however, shows a flaw in our judicial sys- 
tem where a man with the intelligence 
and probable integrity which this man 
possesses, can be confined for eight days in 
a jail, swarming with vermin, simply be- 
cause @ rich man happens to miss a pair 
of dogs. Mayhew is about to commence 
suit against Mayberry for false imprison- 
ment, Gardiner & Stephenson having 
taken the matter in hand.

The Zanjero says that 
he offered to pay $2.25 per day for white 
labor, trusting that the Council would 
empower him, but is unable to get it, as 
other work more congenial i is plenty than 
working waist-deep in water, cutting out 
weeds all day long. Perhaps it will help 
to settle the Chinese question, as each 
year two or three deaths among the labor- 
ers cleaning the city ditches are attribut- 
able, directly or indirectly, to colds con- 
tracted or hardships endured in the course 
of the work, and we may this year have a 
pair of J ohns climbing the golden ladder 
instead ofa couple of American citizens 
going, perhaps, to where they will feel 
cold no more. At any rate, the Zanjero 
should be authorized to pay at least $2.25 
per day for labor when ‘required, and 
worth it in his estimation. » TAXPAYER.
